Anyone seriously infected, with the ORCHID BUG will eventually want to try some 
seed sowing. Only trouble is, few want as many as one hundred seedlings all 
alike! In the past, I've resisted all urgings to sell MIXED Cattleya seed 
because I thought you'd be unhappy later, not knowing what you had. 


But at last I have chosen five strong crosses of seed that will grow well to- 
gether and that are so different from each other in blooms, you will have little 
difficulty in identifying them when they reach the flowering stage. 


And because so many of you would like to try the new "Miracle media" but lack 
the pressure cooker in which to process it, I'm offering everything you need 
for the flasking, including one flask of the media -- all ready to sow! 


Won't it be fun to watch the five hybrid seed crosses germinate into "green dots," 
put out minute leaves and roots, and develop into husky seedlings inside their 
sterile incubator? And what an exciting "conversation piece" to display with 
pride to your friends and relatives! 

Here are the crossessyou will’ receive: 


#64-2 C. SOURCE D'OR - Gold to bronze cluster type bifoliate. Fall. 


#65-2 C. AUDREY SCHUBERT X C. SO-SUPERB - Flat, open, well-held clusters, rich 
rose to lilac with clear yellow zones in throats. Spring or twice yearly. 


#196 1. SUPERBIENS X LC ARTHUR MILES - Long-stemmed clusters pink blooms with 
wavy petals and yellow lips. Interesting novelty. February, March. 


#962 C. KING GEORGE X B. DIGBYANA - Cream to chartreuse "brasso" with full, 
fringed, rose-tinted lips. Summer, or twice yearly. 


#963 LC OREBUS X BLC CAMEO - Rich yellow to orange with brilliant, blood-red 
lips and throats. Late Summer-Autumn.
